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Paul Pantelis was 
destined to be a priest

Years ago, while working as 
an engineer in Vietnam, Paul 
Pantelis realized he wanted to be 
a chaplain. He looked around 
and saw that there weren’t many 
Greek Orthodox priests and 
decided that he should stay on 
and serve the Army in that 
capacity. There was only one 
problem. 

“It didn’t happen that way,” 
he says now. 

He never did become an Army 
chaplain. He became a computer 
programmer. The Lord works in 
mysterious ways. 

Today, the Rev. Paul N. Pan- 
telis is the new pastor and only 
priest at Sts. Constantine & 
Helen Greek Orthodox Church in 
Andover. He takes over for the 
Rev. Dr. George Karahalios, a 
teacher at Merrimack College 
who has retired and is living in 
this area. According to Fr. Pan- 
telis, his predecessor will contin- 
ue to teach and to serve the 
church as needed. 

Fr. Pantelis has seen his share 
of life. After serving in Vietnam, 
and working as a computer pro- 
grammer, he ministered to a 
large parish in Lowell, a small 
community in Bangor, Maine, 
and is now ready to get started in 


Andover. He considers each of 


his experiences to be gifts. 

“Tt does represent some differ- 
ent lifestyles and different occu- 
pations,” 
them, I believe, were under God’s 
providence to lead us to where 
we are today.” 

Fr. Pantelis was born in Mil- 
Iville, N.J., and lived there until 
he joined the Army and went to 
the University of Missouri in 
Rolla. He was in the armed forces 


he said, “but all of 


almost 14 years. 

“Tt was while I was in the 
Army that the idea came to me 
and I thought that I would like to 
stay and serve as our Army chap- 
lain. 

“T was serving in Vietnam at 
the time and there weren’t too 
many Orthodox priests there,” 
he said. “If there were, they 
weren’t where I was. 

“There was no bone-crushing 
or fox-hole experience that 
brought me to it. Although there 
were fox hole experiences,” he 
said. “I really believe it was a 
true call of the Lord to serve him. 
I have no doubt I’m where I 
should be.” 

Fr. Pantelis served in Vietnam 
for a year and a half, but it was 
not until long after he came back 
to the states that he was finally 
ordained. He arrived in Vietnam 
on Thanksgiving day, 1966. 

“We ate Thanksgiving dinner 
and got on the boats and stormed 
the shore,” he said. But even 
then there was plenty for which 
he was thankful. 

“T enjoyed my Vietnam experi- 
ence. There were some scary 
times, but generally (it was OK). 
I was an engineer so my work 
there was all positive,” he said. 

Fr. Pantelis was discharged 
from the Army in 1977 and went 
to work as a computer program- 
mer and analyst. He also per- 
formed the duties of a facilitator, 
helping groups in his plant to 
work more productively. 

“T generally helped them look 
at their areas of work, identify 
some things that would help 
them solve problems, and make 
them (perform) better,” he said. 

“Anything that would make

Don’t put 
leaves in street 


Residents who have been pushing 
leaves from their yard into the street 
may have to pay a fine if they don’t 


move them, according to Police Chief 


James Johnson. 

It is against the town bylaw to put 
fallen leaves inio the street and is pun- 
ishable by non-criminal fine of $25 for 
the first offense and $50 for a second 
offense. 

“No person shall throw, scatter, 
drop or place, or shall cause or pro- 
cure to be thrown, scattered dropped 
of placed in or upon any street, high- 
way or other public place within the 
town any leaves, refuse of other sub- 
stances except in and upon areas and 
at such times as specifically designat- 
ed by the town manager or his 
designee,” the bylaw states. 

People have been pushing leaves in 
the street, probably assuming the 
street sweeper will pick them up, the 
chief said. But the leaves are narrow- 
ing the lanes for traffic and are a nui- 
sance, he said. 

Police have begun notifying resi- 
dents of the bylaw and will begin tick- 
eting for the offense.

Rep. Meehan: 
both finance 
reform packages 
are bad 


Rep. Martin T. Meehan, D-Lowell, 
said he plans to vote against a procedu- 
ral move by the House leadership to 
limit debate over campaign finance 
reform to two choices, 

“The Democratic package protects 
incumbents at the expense of chal 
lengers and the Republican package 
protects the rich at the expense of the 
poor and middle class,” the Lowell 
Democrat said. “They’re both lousy 
choices and we ought to have a chance 
to debate an alternative. Campaign 
finance reform goes to the heart of 
what's wrong with Congress and I 
don’t think we should settle for 
incremental changes when we need a 
drastic overhaul.” 

The Democratic bill would provide 
matching funds for challengers who 
agree to spending limits, a concept 
Rep. Meehan supports. The limits have 
so many loopholes, though, that a can- 
didate could spend $1 million and still 
qualify for matching funds and the bill 
has no funding mechanism, he said, 
The bill also makes no attempt to cut 
the size of political action committee 
contributions to congressional candi- 
date from the current limit of $5,000. 

The Republican version bans PACs, 
an idea Rep. Meehan backs, but does 
not cut the $1,000 limit on individual 
donations. The effect would be to 
reduce the power of unions, whose 
members pool contributions in PACs, 
without limiting wealthy donors. 

“Republicans want to ban PACS 
because they think it will hurt unions, 
said Rep.M Meehan, who does not 
accept PAC money. 

Rep. Meehan has joined Reps. Mike 
Synar, D-Oklahoma, and Fred Upton,

Though the concept of a dog-hair sweater 
is a new one for most people, Ms. Ashworth 
said that the process is similar to that used to 
make Angora sweaters, which makes use of 
rabbit hair. But the weaving idea, which she 
said she has seen advertised at dog shows, 
was not her own. 

“T actually hadn’t seen one but I had a 
friend who did some weaving. She gave me 
the idea,” said Ms. Ashworth. 

Eventually, Ms. Ashworth brought home 
some fur from grooming and decided that 
she would take up the project. She found a 
specialist in New York who could weave the 
dog hair with wool. Ms. Ashworth sent the 
clean fur samples to New York. 

Three weeks and several specialist hours 
on a spinning wheel later, Ms. Ashworth 
received what may be the first ball of yarn 
that cats have no desire to bat around a 
room, 

“Tt was not cheap. For nine ounces I think 
it cost me $60,” said Ms. Ashworth said. “It 
probably took me 14 ounces to make this 
sweater and with my time it was not a cheap 
process.” 

But Ms. Ashworth said the process was 
worth it. Many people have expressed an 
interest in the sweater and encouraged her 
to tell others that such a garment can be 
knitted. 

“Most of my friends do not knit or haven't 
had the time to knit. But people who have 
seen the sweater have thought it’s a wonder- 
ful idea,” she said. “People who have dogs 
have said they would look into it.” 

The sweater is extremely soft and obvious- 
ly fuzzy, but Ms. Ashworth said she worries 
about wearing the pullover in the rain or 
around a person with allergies. Though she 
could come inside and shake the wet sweater 
out, the smell of wet fur might remain. And 
the shaking out might set a bad example for 
the dogs. 

The sweater’s gray collar is made of fur 
from a now-deceased pet, while the rest of 
the striped sweater is made of hair from her 
two current bearded collies, now-6-year-old 
Molly, and 3-year-old Bryson. 

In earlier years, bearded collies like Molly 
and Bryson were often raised to herd sheep. 
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“Obviously, with short-haired

well,” she said. “We used to see a lot of

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Lee Kirkwood, founder of WIND (Wednes- 
day Is Networking Day), a support group for 
unemployed professionals, has announced 
that the group welcomed the 5,000th new 
attender recently. The WIND Group, which 
has been meeting weekly since November 
1990, is one of the first and largest, weekly 
support and networking groups in the coun- 
try. 

More than 2,000 past attenders have been 
successful in their job search, landing new 
jobs or identifying new career directions. 

“Tt is gratifying to know we have provided 
valuable support and information that has 
helped so many people,” said Mr. Kirkwood. 
“Success also inspires and encourages our 
members who are still looking to keep going 
and not give up.” 

According to Mr. Kirkwood, there are 
currently between 400 and 500 active WIND 
members, although not all attend each 
week’s meetings. The WIND/North, which 
Mr. Kirkwood facilitates, meets 9:30 each 
Wednesday morning in the Shriners Audito- 
rium in Wilmingion and averages 200-225 
attendees. The WIND/South group, facilitat- 
ed by Sally Crocker, usually has 40 to 50 peo- 
ple attending its weekly Thursday meetings 
at 9:30 a.m. at the First Baptist Church in 
Foxboro. 

The two-and-a-half-hour meetings follow a 
set format and feature networking opportu- 
nities, job search information and resources 
and speakers who present the latest job 
search tips and techniques. According to Ms. 
Crocker, “One of the most valuable benefits 
to our members comes from being with oth- 
er unemployed people who also understand 
what they are going through and who can 
provide that bit of encouragement that can 
mean so much. They learn they are not 
alone.” 

Most career experts agree networking is 
the most effective way for job seekers to find 
out about available jobs and to get informa- 
tion that will result in interviews and offers. 

“What WIND offers is a positive, comfort- 
able atmosphere for people to learn and 
practice their networking skills,” said Mr.

Clifford Wrigley, 64 Red Spring Road, told 
selectmen last week he has not had much 
luck getting town historians to pay attention 
to his discovery that Andover was actually 
founded in 1629, not 1646 as has long been 
believed. 

Mr. Wrigley, a retired college professor 
and life-long resident of Andover, said he has 
“16 to 20 proofs” of the 1629 founding, but has 
been unable to have his work taken seriously 
by local historical officials. 

“I've been trying to convince the histori- 
cal societies,” he told board members at their 
meeting on Monday, Nov. 15. 

He told the board that historical officials 


might be more apt to consider his research if 


prodded by selectmen. Board members made 
no comment and did not promise any action 
on Mr, Wrigley’s request for support. 
It’s still right-on-red at Stevens Street 
Selectmen denied a request by the police 
department to change the traffic rules and 
regulations so that the right-on-red turn 
from Stevens Street onto North Main Street 
southbound would not be allowed. 


Lt. Phillip Froburg said residents of 


Andover Commons and other Railroad 
Street residents and business owners asked 
for the change because it is difficult to pull 
out onto North Main Street from Railroad 
Street, The change would have provided a 
break in traffic when motorists could pull 
out easier, the lieutenant said.

man Gerald Silverman said that not allowing 
the right-on-red turn would cause too much 
of a back up on Stevens Street. Mr. Baren- 
boim was in favor of trying the change for 
six months. 

The board did approve a request to change 
the rules and regulations by allowing two- 
hour parking on High Street from Temple 
Place to Elm Street. The signs were already 
posted for two-hour parking and the change 
was necessary only to make the rules and 
regulations agree with them. A similar 
change was made to create a no-parking area 
on the north side of Balmoral Street, from 
Argyle Street to the end of the road. 

The board also banned parking on the 
south side of Prospect Road near the Ward 
Hill Reservation. The purpose of the change 
was to keep young people from parking on 
the street and going into the reservation and 
partying at night. 

Refinancing saves town $400k 

The town’s refinancing of $8.75 million in 
bonds last week will save the town $391,000 
in interest during the next few years, Tony 
Torrisi, budget and finance director, told 
selectmen last week. 

The bonds were mostly for water and sew- 
er capital expenditures and 90 percent of the 
savings will go toward reducing costs to 
those accounts, Mr. Torrisi said.

She did a series of horses, mostly in 
multiple images, last year. Two years 
ago she painted images of bound wom- 
en, inspired by the Chinese women 
whose feet were cut and wrapped as 
they grew, in an effort to keep their feet 
small. Small feet were a sign of grace 
and femininity in the Chinese culture 
for hundreds of years. 

Ms. Crabtree, 58, of 143 Main St., 
paints full time. Her husband, Doug, is 
a math teacher at Phillips Academy. 
They live in a house owned by the 
school. 

Last year she had a show of her 
horse paintings in Deer Isle, Maine. 
She will host a new show of her paint- 
ings, along with the work of two 
friends’ pottery, at her home Saturday, 
Dec. 11. 

“It’s going to be mostly oil land- 
scapes that are going to be in the show 
this time,” she said of her own work. 

The potters, Scott Goldberg and Jeff 
Oestreich, are both from Maine and 
make their living by selling their pot- 
tery. The pottery and Ms. Crabtree’s 
art will be for sale at the show, which 
will run from 10 a.m.to 6 p.m. 

A variety of mediums 

Ms. Crabtree works in a variety of 
mediums — oil, acrylic, pen and ink, 
pencil. One, gouache, is an opaque 
water color in which “the colors are 
more intense.” 

She also makes gelatin prints, a 
medium that involves painting Knox 
gelatin on glass with oil or dye, then 
making a print on paper by laying the 
paper on top of the painted gelatin. 
Every print is unique. 

Inspired by Fairfield Porter 

Ms. Crabtree studied with American 
artist Fairfield Porter. She spent a 
week this summer on his island in Pen- 
nobscot Bay, and has been heavily 
influenced by his work. “I think Fair- 
field Porter is the artist right now that 
I’m doing the most work like.” 

She describes Mr. Porter as a post 
Impressionist who was also part of the 
abstract Impressionist movement, 
which is how she sees her own work. 

“You never lose the recognizable,” 
she said. The objects remain clear. “I 
always abstract what I see, but I never 
stop looking at something.” 

One of her own Fairfield Porter imi- 
tations is an abstract impression of an 
island scene in Deer Isle. The lines of 
the trees and boat ramp are not exact, 
but many are enhanced or distorted. 

“They are fueled by the image of the 
real thing. I guess the task is to bring 
together the inner work and what you 
see.” 

Ms. Crabtree said she goes back and 
forth, from looking to her inner self for 
inspiration and images for her work, to 
outside herself in the real world of sci- 
ence and physics. It’s as if she gets too 
deep into herself, and has to come out- 
side for a break, she says. 

She has moved on from horses and 
is now using landscapes and still life 
works in a study of optics and percep- 
tion. Many of her more recent works 
are of the trees and views outside her

studio window, which is a room in her 
house. 
Bound women 

When she heard about the practice 
in Chinese culture of binding women’s 
feet, Ms. Crabtree was intrigued. She 
researched the practice. The end result 
was her series of paintings entitled The 
Bound Women. 


She decided she would meditate 
about the feet and let images come up 
that were “valid in my time and my 
culture.” 

She meditates for up to 20 minutes 
in front of her easel before she starts to 
work. After she is finished with the 
images, she has to interpret them even 
for herself. 


Horses are Shane Crabtree’s 
image of freedom. 


The images are on paper mounted 
on canvas, a technique that Ms. Crab- 
tree says gives them a “contained” feel. 

“The women first emerged as if 
growing up out of the bottom of the 
paper. There were no bodies at first, 
just heads,” Ms, Crabtree wrote ina 
description of her work. “They are 
bound by an outer rim, which holds 
them in and connects them to their 
source at the neck. Within the con- 
tained space, there is air and gentle 
forces or passions. It appears that this 
space represents a meeting ground 
where what we perceive from the out- 
side and what we bring from the inside 
of us come together. Here there is a 
mingling of emotions and forces, a 
blending of currents. 

“Most of the drawings are dominat- 
ed by a big head, which features a hel- 
met of hair. In some of the drawings, 
the heads seem to be great, full shade 
trees, It may be protective, a place to 
hide or peek out from under, like a tur- 
tle shell. The heads embody different 
moods,” 

One of the bound-women paintings 
is an image that came to Ms, Crabtree 
very quickly. 

“This woman is bound by a boulder, 
which is essentially invisible or filled 
with air. It covers the front of her body 
and encloses her breasts and womb. 
There are ribs growing up into it as 
though it has become part of her body. 
She will never be rid of it; it is part of 
her skeletal structure, 

“I can only wonder what these 
images mean, but I know that I am 
these women and I am bound in the 
ways that they express. As I continue 
to look at them, they continue to feed 
me.” 

Horses 

Horses are special to Ms. Crabtree. 

“They're my sort of muse,” she said. 
“They’re part of my childhood. My 
image of freedom is the horse.” 

Ms. Crabtree had a horse when she 
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“It gets them to learn some things 
that they would probably not be ready 
for, or would be resistant to in the tra- 
ditional way,” she said. 

Ms. Nicolson, a third- and fourth- 
grade math teacher at Pike School, has 
created an imaginary place where stu- 
dents can run a business, make lucra- 
tive transactions, and try to turn a 
profit. Rather than be in math class all 
the time, the students can escape to 
Digitopolis, Mathachusetts, the name 
Ms. Nicolson has given her math com- 
munity. 

“T got the idea from a Lowell city 
magnet school,” she said. “Every day 
at 1:30 or 2 the whole place turns into a 
town. 

“The children buy and sell from 
each other and I have guests come in to 
purchase from our stores or imaginary 
services,” she said. “I teach them how 
to create their own materials from 
which to learn.” 

Though Digitopolis makes up only 
20 percent of her students’ math time 
and grade, Ms. Nicolson said that she 
tries to work it into other parts of the 
math program to give them more life. 

“It creeps in other places,” she said. 

But Digitopolis is perhaps just the 
flashiest of the methods Ms. Nicolson 
uses to excite students about math, A 
singer, she also uses music to teach 
kids about fractions, actively engages 
the students and uses outside materi- 
als, and rewrites word problems to 
include students’ names and their Digi- 
topolis businesses. 

For her energy and creativity, and 
because of her overall style of teaching, 
she has won one of the state’s 1993 
Presidential Awards for Excellence in 
Science and Mathematics Teaching 
Certificates of Honor, and the national 
equivalent, both in the elementary 
math category. Ms. Nicolson said she

was up against 52 people in the initial 
state competition and two semi-final- 
ists for the national award. 

“It's not just (for) Digitopolis. I hope 
it’s the way I teach math in general,” 
she said of the reason for the awards. 

Because the awards were from a 
public foundation, it was fairly unusu- 
al, and therefore a bit more of an honor 
for the funds to go to a private school. 

“T’m told individual schools are not 
looked on with as much favor,” the 
Pike teacher said. 
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Pike math teacher wins awards for excellence 


Ms. Nicolson said she first became 
interested in the state award when a 
parent offered to nominate her for it. 
But in order to be considered she said 
“We had to send a rather big packet of 
materials.” 

Included in that packet were an 
essay on how to involve the communi- 
ty in math, about 10 pages on a particu- 
lar math unit, several reference letters, 
and a photo album showing the chil- 
dren working in class. 

Ms. Nicolson was awarded a person- 
al gift of $750 for the state award and 
had a grant of $7,500 to Pike School 
placed under her spending direction. 
In addition to the $7,500 for Pike, the 
National Science Foundation awarded 
Ms. Nicolson a trip for six days to 
Washington, D.C., for her and her hus- 
band, Jim, a formal government din- 
ner, a cruise on the Potomac, and time 
at various educational workshops. 

However, Ms. Nicolson said she 
couldn't have done it without support 
from administrators and fellow teach- 
ers, and the freedom she has within the 
course curriculum. 

“The teachers are very supportive of 
one another and are open to sharing 
their knowledge and their techniques,” 
she said. 

Ms. Nicolson said that each teacher 
at Pike has his or her own ideas and 
programs to pursue. The fourth-grade 
math classes at Pike use what are typi- 
cally fifth-grade text books at most 
schools, according to Ms. Nicolson. 

“A project which is better than mine 
is they (the students) make cookies and 
are able to sell enough to give money to 
charity,” she said. She said Paulette 
Buchanan, a third-, fourth-, and fifth- 
grade math teacher, uses that tech- 
nique. 

However, a key element of her and 
her fellow teachers’ success is class 
size. She said there are “12 to 14 kids to 
teach so we can give them a lot of indi- 


vidual attention and do projects.” 

Although she said similar programs 
could be done in larger classes, each 
student would receive less individual- 
ized attention. 

Ms. Nicolson said that the tech 
niques and ideas she uses are from 
articles she has read, instructors she 
has met, and facts she gathered while 
owning her own business. For several 
years, she owned an arts-and-crafts 
store specializing in Southwestern 
native American art work. She also 
worked as a market research analyst 
for Polaroid. 

“Tt would say I get half my ideas from 
books and half my ideas from work- 
shops with other teachers,” she said. 

“What's exciting (with Digitopolis) 
is kids will work on their own for this 
For the bank, a kid and his dad built a 
vault, which is very effective. 

“They learn how to do discounts 
even though they’re only in the third 
grade.” 

The students also interview their 
real-life counterparts in town to learn 
more about business or banking and 
have constructed scale models of their 
offices and shop. Students work in 
pairs for each business, and, like much 
of America, use only checks, not cash. 

“They have to keep their bank books 
balanced,” she said. “Some of the kids 
are better than their parents. The par- 
ent will say, ‘Oh, I think I'll have Nick 
do my bank book from now on.’ ” 

To the typical elementary student, 
mathematics is multiplication tables, 
long division, and dealing with frac- 
tions. It is determining where two text- 
book trains will pass each other if they 
are traveling at 50 and 35 mph, respec- 
tively. To the third-grade student, in 
other words, math often is boring. 

Boring, that is, until one award-win- 
ning teacher can get those trains to 
meet at Digitopolis, Mathachusetts. 


She paints images of horses moving like wind 
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was growing up in Ohio, She spent a 
lot of time with her horse and knew 
“every hair on its coat,” which proba- 
bly makes horses easier for her to 
draw. Her horse is in her fondest mem- 
ories. 

“So somehow, when I want to come 
back to my center, I come back to my 
horse,” she says. 

Her paintings of horses represent 
the horse as the “unfettered spirit.” 

“The horse’s energy is seen in the 
multiple action and repetition. Out of 
confusion and rapid motion comes a 
shimmering order, an organic whole- 
ness,” she wrote in a description of last 
year’s show. “The horses express the 
thrill of life, the passion of it, the thun- 
dering hoof, the palpable quivering, 
the snort of power. We can see the 
horse, ready to toss the head and kick 
out at the impediments, with an escape 


to life.” 

The horses also represent the beau- 
ty in the wildness of nature. 

The techniques she uses painting 
the horses show “accident, fortuitous- 
ness, serendipity,” she said. 

“One should feel the energy in the 
brush stroke, the quivering of images, 
the repetition of forms showing a form 
in motion. 

“One should feel the blurring of 
images so that life, breath, energy is 
felt.” 


Finding her voice 

Ms. Crabtree is part of a group that 
is writing Finding Your Own Voice, a 
collaboration by a group of women 
who meet each week at Harvard Divin- 
ity School, and each of whom is writing 
a chapter. The book will be published 
by Harvard Divinity School, but Ms. 
Crabtree is not sure when it will be 
complete, since many of the women 


have not yet completed their part. But 
Ms. Crabtree has completed her chap- 
ter. 

“Finding my own voice is through 
painting,” she says. 


Since she was a little girl 

Ms. Crabtree has been drawing 
since she was a little girl growing up in 
Ohio. She studied art at Smith College 
in Amherst, and for one year in Lon- 
don during the 1960s. 

She succumbed to the movements of 
the decade. “The women’s movement 
really hit me in the ’60s,” she said. 

She left art and went to nursing 
school at the University of Mas- 
sachusetts, “back into science.” 

She has lived in Andover 15 years. 
Her husband has been here 21 years. 

She has three children from a previ- 
ous marriage, ranging from 25 to 33 
years old, and he has four adult chil- 
dren, also from a previous marriage.

Here’s more 
open discussion 


Editor, Townsman: 

Your editorial of Nov. 4 (‘“‘Let’s have 
more open discussion,” page 38), 
regarding communication among 
senior citizens, those actively working 
to build a new senior center and the 
community at large caused us 
immense concern. Many misconcep- 
tions seem to be circulating regarding 
the history and current state of affairs 
at the Andover Senior Center. We feel 
it necessary to set the record straight. 

Control is not an issue. Constraint, 
however, is. Those seeking to build a 
new center have been motivated by 
limitations in programming and ser- 
vices at the existing site. Presently, we 
are housed in and on school and town 
properties, thus, under the scrutiny of 
their operating policies and proce- 
dures. This limits programming and 
services to be rendered, most of the 
time, during their operating hours. 
Services at “crucial times” such as hol- 
idays, weekends and evenings are not 
an option for Andover seniors. 

The most that we have to offer 
appears to be social and recreational in 
nature. We are pleased that so many 
people are able to take advantage of 
this aspect of programming. Did you 
know, however, that many seniors in 
our town have not had their eyeglass 
prescriptions checked in five years or 
have not seen a physician in five 
years? Outreach is a key issue. 

“Many of you do not live in 
Andover.” We can count on one hand 
the number of people who frequent the 
Senior Center that do not live in 
Andover. Of that number, most were 
previous residents. This point has been 
grossly exaggerated. There are, howev- 
er, countless numbers of seniors who 
use services of other communities’ cen- 
ters because we cannot meet their 
needs, 

A recent survey conducted by the 
Council on Aging was sent to the entire 
senior population. The results favored 
a new center. We believe that the num- 
bers at the center have greatly 
increased as a result of this survey. 
Town officials have repeatedly been 


encouraged and invited to offer their 
input. Communications certainly have 
not been shut down by the senior com- 
munity. 

Those working to build a new center 
represent all segments of the Andover 
community. We are focused on specific 
needs of current and future senior citi- 
zens. This is a private undertaking, not 
by choice, but by necessity. Seniors are 
raising private dollars for a structure 
that will not only service them, but will 
also provide some services to the com- 
munity. No use of tax dollars has been 
proposed. 

In closing, we welcome any and all 
comments/suggestions regarding this 
project. In addition, we support any 
additional effort proposing the concept 
of a teen or community center. Please 
know that our efforts are neither self- 
serving nor intended to exclude the 
community in any way.

Rast coast for the past 15 years. It is 
very important for people to learn how 
to minimize their exposure to rabies 
and how to protect their pets. It is via 

‘ cats and dogs that most people get 
exposed to rabies. 


To avoid exposure of your animals 
to rabies, don’t let your dogs run loose 
(we have leash laws anyway) and keep 
your cats indoors. If you choose to let 
your cat out, keep him in at night to 
avoid nocturnal wildlife. 

Don’t feed animals outside or leave 
trash out that would attract wildlife. 


If you know or even think that your 

_ cat or dog has been fighting with 
another animal, you need to take 
immediate steps to protect yourself 
from being exposed to rabies. Any 
wound found on a pet that goes outside 
could have been caused by a rabid ani- 
mal and any rabies virus on him that 
is in still-wet saliva is infectious to you

through cuts or mucous membranes 
(eyes, nose, mouth), Put on rubber or 
leather gloves before handling your 
pet at all, then wash his wounds with 
soap and water to decrease your risk 
of infection as well as your pet's. 


Then call your veterinarian for 
advice on boosting your pet’s rabies 
vaccine. There is no series of shots for 
pets after rabies exposure as there is 
for humans, so prompt and correct 
advice is crucial. 


It is now the law in Massachusetts 
that all cats and dogs be vaccinated 
against rabies. It is very important 
that your pet’s rabies vaccination is 
always up to date. If an animal is 
merely a day overdue for its vaccine, it 
is considered unvaccinated and 
euthanasia is recommended if this 
animal has contact with a suspect 
rabid animal. 


Wildlife especially to be concerned 
about are raccoons, woodchucks,

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Christa McAuliffe grant helps students learn actively

Walter Rossini, a sixth-grade math 
teacher, and Sharon Christa McAuliffe, 
the teacher who died tragically when 
the space shuttle Challenger exploded 
Jan, 28, 1986, have a couple of things in 
common. 

Both went to Marian High School in 
Framingham. Both became teachers. 
They were born only a day apart, she 
on Sept. 2 and he on Sept. 1. And Mon- 
day, Tuesday, and Wednesday of last 
week, both, in a sense, helped to give 
the students at West Middle School a 
special educational experience. 

“It was all hands on. They were 
learning as they were doing,” said 
Principal Samuel Campbell. “The real 
evidence of success was over a period 
of three days we never had any prob- 
lems at all. They were so much 
involved we didn’t have to do anything 
to enforce doing.” 


The three days last week were the 
culmination of a month of after-school 
work by math teachers Barbara Neal, 
John Fawcett and Mr. Rossini. Stu- 
dents met in the cafeteria to take part 
in an active, interdisciplinary program 
designed by Bruce Dean, and in part 
financed by the PTO. Mr. Dean is an 
art teacher who as a Christa McAuliffe 
grant scholar is able to tour schools 
with his project, choosing four schools 
each year, according to the teachers. 
The cafeteria, all-school activity was 
coincidentally held during American 
Education Week. 


“It’s really a catalyst to spark inter- 
est in math and science,” said Mr. 
Fawcett, “The material that Bruce 
Dean brought is 20 years of his work.” 

According to the teachers, the first 
that they had heard of the idea came 
from high school teacher Margaret 
Dugal who learned of the program at a 
summer conference and applied for 
Mr. Dean to come. 


Mr. Dean decided that he would visit 
Andover, and it was determined that 
West Middle would be the place to hold 
his equipment. Among his materials 
designed to spark interest in and tie 
the subjects of art, science and math 
together, were a giant geodesic dome, 
an animator, a water clock and a bub- 
ble machine. 


“Tt needed an enclosed courtyard 
and we felt this was a central location. 
This is the age group that it has the 
most applicability to,” said Ms. Neal. 

Some West Middle teachers utilized 
the project when they could work it 
into the curriculum, and a group from 
the high school and a West Elementary 
class organized by teacher Sondra 
Finegold were able to make use of the 
materials, However, as time began to 
run out on how long Mr. Dean’s materi- 
als would be available, Mr. Fawcett, 
Ms. Neal and Mr. Rossini believed that 
more should be done. 


“We had a:plan to involve every kid 
in the school, which logistically is diffi-

social studies teacher John Heidenrich, Charlotte Muller and Liz Willey. 


cult,” said Mr, Rossini. 

Over the next few weeks, the teach- 
ers took the ideas from the full-size 
courtyard exhibit and down sized the 
materials so that they could be used on 
a smaller scale in the cafeteria. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Rossini, many members of 
the faculty came together and assisted 
in the project and in the final presenta- 
tion to the students. 


The school was broken into large 
groups of about 100 students each, and 
each group had about an hour and a 
half to work with the materials. The 
program was kicked off by a brief 
introduction to teacher and astronaut 
Christa McAuliffe. 


“They watched a film strip on 
Christa McAuliffe and learned a little 
about her,” said Ms. Neal. 

“J found myself giving an introduc- 
tion to some kids, It basically got to me. 
It was touching,” said Mr. Rossini, the 
man who went to high school with Ms. 
McAuliffe. “She was a great person, an 
all-around person.” 


Following the 10-minute presenta- 
tion, the students then broke up into 
groups of about 10 each and took part 
in one of 10 active, interdisciplinary 
activities. 


“We do a lot of interdisciplinary 
units with the schools,” said Mr. Rossi- 
ni, But this “was a school unit. That’s 
the positive accomplishment. It wasn’t 
just a (particular) team or grade.” 


Among the activities students could 
take part in were construction or cre- 
ation of polyhedra, ecosystems, Bucky 
balls (named after Buckminster 
Fuller), tessellations and other types of 
mode! building, as well as use and 
study of a bubble machine, prisms, bot- 
tle clocks and small animation 
machines, 


“A lot of the kids who don’t normal- 
ly like math and science (liked this) 
because it didn’t seem like math and 
science,” said Erin Manship, an eighth- 
grade social studies teacher. “They 
enjoyed it and when they found out 
they learned something, they were 
actually surprised.” 


Mr. Fawcett, Ms. Neal and Mr. 
Rossini say that the cafeteria activities 
were only the beginning of what can, 
and what they hope will be done both 
in terms of using these materials, and 
with regards to using multi-disciplined 
approaches, 


“That’s definitely the direction 


we’re moving in,” said Ms. Neal. “I 
think we found that the kids learn bet- 
ter when they see the interrelationship 
between all the different things instead 
of (school being) just math is math for 
45 minutes. 

“T expect we'll do continuations 
within our classrooms,” said Ms. Neal. 
“T thought it was a very exciting time 
for the kids. Most of them were very 
involved.” 

“You have your science teachers 
who will be able to reinforce molecular 
structures with the Bucky balls,” said 
Mr. Rossini, by way of example. 

“Tt’s just the tip of the iceberg com- 
pared to what is there,” said Mr. 
Fawcett. 


Mr. Rossini said that he hoped 
Bruce Dean would return next year so 
that the program could be brought to 
the next level. 


In the book A Journal from Christa, 
Christa McAuliffe is quoted as saying, 
“Any dream can come true if you have 
the courage to work for it. 

“Tmagine me teaching from space, 
all over the world touching so many 
people's lives. That’s a teacher’s 
dream.” 

At West Middle School last week, a 
bit of that dream was realized,

Freshman gridders complete successful season

The Andover High freshman foot- 
ball team completed another success- 
ful Merrimack Valley Conference 
season recently, finishing 7-1-1 over- 
all following a 14-14 tie with Billerica 
and a 14-8 victory over Central 
Catholic. 

Matt Trede, who rushed for 123 
yards in the finale against Central, 
completed the season with 909 yards 
rushing and 78 points on 13 touch- 
downs. 

Both those totals place him second 
on the AHS all-time freshman list, as

yards three years ago and Rick 
Lafond scored 112 points on 16 touch- 
downs and 16 extra points back in 
the mid-1980's.

It has always been my contention that 
food is a vehicle that draws people together. 
My husband and I recently returned from 
a trip to 11 Greek islands, Turkey and 
Athens. 


Unlike me, my husband is fluent in Greek. 
However, I think I have mastered most of the 
Greek terminology for its special cuisine. 
This enabled me to communicate with men, 
women and children of different ages and 
backgrounds as they chuckled when they 
heard my Greek with a “Rhode Island 
accent” and took pleasure in the fact that I 
knew a great deal about their cuisine. 

I shall never forget Evangeline, the wom- 
an picking almonds in her garden. She didn’t 
speak any English, but when I admired the 
lemons on her trees, she started picking 
them and handing them to me, along with 
fresh figs and almonds. We had a supply of 
lemons to last our entire stay in Greece, 
which we tucked in our luggage to use with 
our bottled water. 


Fenikia (Greek cookies soaked in honey) 
and kourambiedes (butter cookies coated 
with confectionery sugar) are not readily 
available year-round in Greece. Kouram- 
biedes are only made at Christmas time and 
fenikia at Easter. I make them and all other 
Greek pastries year-round, as do many 
Greek-Americans. My husband was telling 
the proprietor of a linen shop in Crete my 
frustration at not being able to find kouram- 
biedes. She said she made some that morn- 
ing and left the shop to return with a careful- 
ly wrapped package of kourambiedes. They 
were delicious. 


I thought I had struck gold when we 
arrived in Santorini and discovered a restau- 
rant named “Fenikia.” I told my husband I 
knew what I was having for dessert. When I 
asked the proprietor for fenikia, he looked 
quite puzzled. He did not even know what a 
fenikia was. I asked if he was Greek because 
I thought it was impossible that a Greek citi- 
zen who was a restaurant owner would not 
know what fenikia were. To my surprise, I 
learned fenikia are not common in all 
islands and regions of Greece. I still am puz- 
zled about why his restaurant was named 
“Fenikia.” 


Some Greek islands are very arid (such as 
Santorini) and fresh vegetables are either 
scarce or very costly due to the necessity of 
shipping them in from other areas. Seafood, 
except for octopus and squid, is usually 
expensive. Even fish soup is expensive and 
priced according to the weight of fish con- 
tained in the soup, which is posted as to 
amount of drachmas per kilogram - clear 
fish broth is offered at a much reduced cost 
and is very flavorful. Based on a seasonal 
market, meats rotate from lamb in spring to 
veal in summer and pork in winter with a 
great deal of overlapping — pork and veal 
were gyaupble during our visit, but lamb

feta cheese dribbled with the best olive oil I 
have ever tasted and a generous sprinkling 
of Greek oregano. A large order of Greek 
olives could often be purchased for about $1 
and a plate of juicy red tomatoes and cucum- 
bers drenched in a deep green olive oil was 
often priced at $1.50. Skordalea (garlic dip), 
another mainstay, was always tastily 
prepared as well as taramasalata (fish roe 
dip) and tzatziki (yogurt-cucumber dip). 
Most restaurants offered tomatoes stuffed 
with beef or lamb and rice, moussaka and 
stuffed grape leaves. 


Some islands had their own specialties 
such as rabbit stefado in Samor, batter-fried 
sardines in Mitilini, Lesoos (Kaloni is the 
sardine center there) and cheese pie made 
with mizitha cheese (in phyllo) in Crete. 

Although most restaurants posted a long 
menu with many selections, we found that 
sometimes almost half the items were sea- 
sonal and not available. After we learned 
that (the hard way), we always asked what 
was available before we made a choice. 

When fresh vegetables were available, we 
usually ordered several and ate strictly vege- 
tarian because they were prepared in a 
superb manner and were so satisfying by 
themselves (not to mention the many slices 
of bread consumed). 


Although temperatures ranged between 80 
degrees and 85 degrees during the day, the 
temperatures sometimes went down to 50 
degrees in the evening. Occasionally I felt 
like having soup — preferably lentil or chick- 
en avgolemeno. To my disappointment, I 
found these were only made in the winter 
months. Many restaurants offered tomato, 
asparagus and onion soups. I thought it was 
somewhat strange to see asparagus, not usu- 
ally associated with Greek cuisine, and 
onion soup, usually associated with French 
cuisine. I once chose tomato soup, thinking it 
would be delicious, made with juicy fresh 
tomatoes — wrong ~ all three of the soups are 
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just never pictured a Greek 
standing in front of an electric 
can opener with a can of soup. 

In a restaurant in Hydra, I did 
what I longed to do for many 
days. Throughout Greece you 
see huge pots of fresh basil on 
porches, in yards, restaurants 
and tavernas, but no one seems 
to utilize it in hot foods or salads. 


When I ordered my tomato 
salad, I asked if the fresh basil in 
large pots set on the wall of the 
taverna could be cut up and 
placed in my salad. The woman 
exclaimed, “Madam, that’s Ital- 
ian, not Greek. I will give you 
the salad and you can do what 
you want with the basil.” In my 
own Italian way I clipped sprigs 
of basil, washed them with my 
bottled water and ate my Italo- 
Greek salad. It was doubly good. 


On many islands, quince and 
pomegranate trees burst with 
fruit. 


Now when I make my quince 
jam from my mother-in-law’s 
recipe, I'll have wonderful mem- 
ories of those orchards and the 
nostalgia she experienced when 
preparing her native foods.

7 cloves garlic 

4 boiled potatoes, peeled and 
mashed 

1 cup olive oil 

1/3 cup white vinegar 

Salt and pepper to taste. 

Crush garlic with a mortar 
and pestle. Add mashed potatoes 
and pound well until blended to 
a paste-like consistency. Add 
olive oil and white vinegar alter- 
nately in small amounts, stirring 
briskly with the pestle.

Combine all ingredients in a glass bowl 
and chill. Serve as a dip or to accompany 
souvlaki. 

Veal or beef stefado (stew) 

1 1/2 lbs. veal or beef stew meat 

2 lbs. small white onions, peeled and 
washed 

2 cloves garlic 

1 bay leaf 

1 stick cinnamon 

2 ounces wine vinegar 

Salt and pepper to taste 

2 ounces red wine 

1 cup chopped plum tomatoes 


Brown cubed meat in a deep teflon sauce 
pan with no oil for about 25 minutes. Add a 
small amount of water and simmer about 30 
minutes, Transfer stew to a long, shallow 
baking dish. Add onions and olive oil. Bake 
for 10 minutes in a 350-degree oven. Add all 
other ingredients. Cover with foil and con- 
tinue cooking on the bottom shelf of the oven 
until tender (about 30 minutes) 

Serves three to four. 

A Greek salad and crusty loaf of bread for 
dunking are perfect accompaniments. 


va Ya’s quince jam 

3 large quince (or enough to produce three 
cups grated quince) 

2 cups sugar 

1 1/2 cup water 

1 tbsp. fresh lemon juice 

Wash quince - do not peel. (Skin is what 
produces jam’s sunset color). Grate coarsely. 
Place grated quince in saucepan with sugar 
and water. Simmer for about one hour or 
until syrup thickens to the consistency of 
honey, Add lemon juice at the end of cooking 
time to prevent syrup from crystallizing. 
Stir at intervals and skim off any scum that 
rises to the top while cooking. Pour into ster- 
ilized jars and seal tightly. Makes about two 
cups. 


Note: When this recipe was given to me by 
my mother-in-law, she forgot to tell me not to 
peel the quince and I always wondered why 
my quince jam was yellow, not the sunset 
shade she produced. After visiting a winery 
during harvest season one year, it occurred 
to me that grape skins and quince skins act 
similarly. If you've tried my apple pie recipe 
with unpeeled apples, you'll enjoy the same 
aesthetic result. 


Milk solution to preserve feta cheese 

Place large chunks of feta cheese ina 
wide-mouth 1 1/2-quart glass jar. Bring to a 
boil 1 1/2 cups of water with 1 tablespoon of 
salt added. Let the solution cool, then add to 
the cheese in the glass jar. 

Scald two cups of milk in a stainless or 
enamel pan over low heat until it starts to 
foam. Cool and add to cheese. and water. Add 


small amounts of freshyaround, bldek pepper si 


and olive oil to the solution in’ the jar: er 


ys 


and refrigerate. This process will enhance 
and prolong the refrigerator shelf-life of feta 
cheese, 


Greek coffee 

2 demitasse cups of water 

2 tbsp. Greek coffee 

1 tsp. sugar 

Pour coffee and sugar into Greek coffee 
pot (may use small saucepan) and blend. 
Add water and stir until mixed. 


Heat until coffee comes to a boil, stirring 
occasionally. As soon as coffee comes to a 
boil and reaches the rim of the coffeepot, 
remove pot from heat and pour a little coffee 
into each demitasse cup. 

This is important as the first boil forms 
the “kaimaki” (froth) or cream of the coffee. 

Return pot to the heat and allow the cof- 
fee to boil to the rim again. Pour a little cof- 
fee into each cup, being careful not to dis- 
turb the kaimaki in each cup. 


Repeat this procedure again, Since the 
grounds are served in the cup with the cof- 
fee, the guest allows his coffee to stand for a 
few seconds before sipping. This allows the 
grounds to settle to the bottom of the cup. 

The coffee is sipped without disturbing 
the grounds. A glass of ice water is always 
served with the coffee.

For people who want to make the 
most out of life, the time is now. A 65- 
year-old today has a 56 percent chance 
of living 15 more years. And the 
chance of reaching 85 is 36 percent. 

That’s wonderful news. So why 
isn’t everyone smiling? 

Because some people will have 
more years than money left. 

Even complacent smilers with 
money tucked into CDs may see infla- 
tion erode their ability to maintain 
their lifestyle.

Eye exams fight glaucoma 


Americans at risk for glaucoma can 
save their vision with regular eye 
exams, says the Better Vision Institute 


(BVI). 


High-risk individuals include every- 
one over the age of 60, African-Ameri- 
cans over 40 and anyone with diabetes 
or a family history of glaucoma. 


Glaucoma is a chronic eye disease in 
which fluid pressure increases within 
the eyes. It can result in blindness. Reg- 
war testing can help doctors prescribe 


medications or treatments before too 
much vision is lost. 

“If glaucoma is detected early 
enough it can be controlled before seri- 
ous vision loss occurs,” says Kim Rob- 
bins, M.D., a Connecticut-based oph- 
thalmologist and member of the BVI 
Advisory Council. “That’s why it’s 
essential to see your eye care profes- 
sional on a regular basis.”

are undetectable to the naked eye. 

“T didn’t feel a thing during the oper- 
ation,” Mr. Gagnon reports. “I was 
awake all the time. When Dr. Horsley 
was operating, it was like looking 
through a pool of water.” 

Dr. Horsley performs radial kerato- 
tomy in his office, using eye drops to 
numb the eye. “A thorough pre-surgi- 
cal testing and evaluation is needed 
before we operate, of course,” says Dr. 
Horsley, who is chief of ophthalmology 
at New England Memorial Hospital 
and is on the staff of Tufts New Eng- 
land Medical Center. 

“With RK, there are very few restric- 
tions on activities afterward,” says Dr.

quality protein at a very low price. In 
fact, one large egg provides enough 
protein to equal one ounce of meat, fish 
or poultry, Two eggs can substitute for 
other protein foods as a main dish, Or 
eges can be used to stretch more expen- 
sive protein foods. 


That means a person can serve a 
crab quiche, ham scramble or spinach/ 
cheese souffle for about 50 to 60 cents a 
serving or less. 

No bones 

And eggs have no bone, fat or gristle 
waste. A dozen large eggs weigh 1 1/2 
pounds, so the price per pound of large 
eggs equals two-thirds of the price per 
dozen. If large eggs cost 90 cents per 
dozen, they’re 60 cents per pound. At 
$1.20 per dozen, they're only 80 cents 
per pound, Compare that to other pro- 
tein foods. 

Try these money-saving ideas: 

+ Top poached or fried eggs with a 
touch of shredded cheese. Serve on sal- 
sa-spread tortillas along with orange

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Hearing loss impacts the whole family 


Hearing loss not only affects one’s 
ability to communicate but also one’s 
relationships with the family. Physi- 
cians and audiologists at the House 
Bar Institute explain: 


Hearing loss is first noticed 
through difficulty in hearing high- 
pitched tones such as telephone bells 
or consonants in speech. This makes 
understanding similar-sounding 
words difficult and causes not so 
much a problem with hearing, as a 
problem understanding speech. 


Communication breaks down as 
conversations are misinterpreted. 
One should realize that the whole fam- 
ily is under stress from constantly 
having to raise their voices or repeat 
themselves, Misunderstanding of 
what is being said may cause ill-will 
and a reluctance by family members 
to start a conversation. This may 
result in the individual becoming iso- 
lated. 

Family support and cooperation 
can make all the difference in coping 


with the situation. These tips can help 
to make life easier. 


Gain the person’s attention before 
beginning a conversation. Do not talk 
to them from another room. Sur- 
rounding sound makes hearing diffi- 
cult, so turn the TV or stereo down 
while talking. Keep dialogue in the car 
to a minimum. Saying your sentence 
simply and differently rather than 
repetitively makes it easier to under- 
stand. 


Water is essential to older Americans 


Americans are not only living 
longer but more and more of them are 
concerned about staying active and 
healthy. 

Eating a balanced diet and exercis- 
ing are |wo physical fitness compo 
nents that most people think of, but

The body of an older person cannot 
react as quickly to changes in heat and 
cold as a younger person, making him 
or her more susceptible to heat stroke 
and other ailments triggered by dehy- 
dration. And because the body's thirst 
mechanism doesn’t work as well when 
a person ages, an older person may not 
realize that his or her body is becom- 
ing dehydrated and needs water.

osmosis and distillation treatment sys 
tems can reduce or remove sodium, 
too. 

A water treatment system makes 
tap water taste better and makes every 
thing made with water, from coffee and 
tea to soups and cooked vegetables, 
taste more flavorful. 


Get to know Medicare before you enroll 


Most people wait until the last 
minute to take care of something that 
could have been done well ahead of 
time. Enrolling in Medicare is no 
exception, Here are a few things to 
know before you enroll. 

Medicare is a federal health-care 
program for most Americans age 65 or 
older and certain disabled Americans. 
It covers participants receiving hospi- 
tal and physician care in any of the 50 
states, Washington, D.C., and U.S. com- 
monwealth territories and possessions, 

There are two parts to Medicare. 
Part A, Medicare’s hospital insurance, 
helps pay costs of inpatient hospital 
care, limited care received in a Medi- 
care-certified skilled nursing facility, 
home health care and hospice care. 
There is no premium for Part A cover- 
age if you or your spouse qualify for 
Social Security or Railroad Retirement 
benefits. However, you are required to 
pay deductibles and coinsurance 


charges under Medicare Part A. 

For example, the 1993 initial hospi- 
tal deductible for the first 60 days of a 
hospital stay is $676. After 60 days in a 
hospital, Medicare will pay all but a 
$169 per day coinsurance charge from 
days 61 through 90. The coinsurance 
doubles to $338 per day for days 91 
through 150 in a hospital while lifetime 
reserve days are being used. Hospital 
benefits stop after day 150. 

Part B provides medical insurance. 
It covers physician services, outpatient 
hospital care and lab services. A 
monthly premium is required — $36.60 
per month in 1993. It is billed quarterly 
or deducted from your Social Security 
check. 


In addition to the Part B premium, 
you must pay an annual deductible of 
$100 and 20 percent of the amount 
Medicare approves for each of your 
doctor bills. If your health care 


provider does not accept Medicare 
assignment, then you must pay the 20 
percent plus the difference between 
Medicare's approved charges and the 
amount of your provider's bill. Medi 
care assignment is the amount or 
charge that Medicare will approve for 
a specific service or procedure. Physi- 
cians who do not accept assignment 
are limited by law to charging no more 
than 115 percent of a Medicare 
approved amount. 


There are some things not covered 
by Medicare. For more information 
about those or about Medicare enroll- 
ment, contact your local Social Securi- 
ty office. The phone number and 
address can be found under “Social 
Security Administration” in your 
phone book. There is also a national 
information number: 1-800-772-1213, 
weekdays from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m., East- 
ern time. 


Guard against possible carbon monoxide poisoning 


Carbon monoxide, a tasteless, color- 
less, odorless toxic gas, is the number 
one cause of poisoning deaths in the 
U.S, At lower levels it causes health 
problems, including flu-like symptoms 
and sexual dysfunctions. At high levels 
it can cause brain damage or death. If 
your home has a furnace, water heater, 
fireplace, space heater, or appliance 
that operates on a flammable fuel such 
as natural gas, oil, wood, coal or 
kerosene, it is a potential candidate for 
indoor air contamination from carbon 
monoxide, 


Early warning of a potential carbon 
monoxide hazard is now available with 


the. recent. intraduction.of carbon 


monoxide detectors that signal the 
presence of this toxic gas. 


The Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission recommends that consumers 
install at least one detector at home, 
located in the sleeping areas so warn- 
ing is given in sufficient time to get out 
of the house. 


Though carbon monoxide poses a 
major public health problem, it is pre- 
ventable. Equipping your home with 
battery-operated CO detectors that 
sound audible UL approved warnings 
can be the first step to protecting your- 
self and your family from this insidi- 
ous poison, 


To find potential carbon monoxide 
hazards before they happen, follow this 
advice from the experts: 

- Install a battery operated carbon 
monoxide detector. 

« Conduct a thorough inspection of 
your furnace at least once a year. This 
includes cleaning and changing filters. 

- Check furnace for cracked heat 
exchanger. 

+ Look for a clogged or blocked chim- 
ney opening. 

- Replace corroded or disconnected 
water heater vent pipe. 

« Check out your gas refrigerator 
and stove. 

+ Inspect a gas clothes dryer. 

+ Be careful about.portable heaters. 


Progress made 
against cancer 


Cancer once seemed unconquer 
able. And while it remains the second 
leading cause of death in America and 
affects three out of four American fam 
ilies, much progress has been made in 
the fight against this disease. 

Now researchers are finding evi 
dence that people can do many things 
to help prevent cancer and reduce 
their own cancer risk. One of the most 
important things is eating a healthful 
diet. 

Scientists now estimate that 40 to 60 
percent of all cancers are linked to 
diet. That means that some foods 
either help promote cancer or protect 
people against its development. Fiber, 
for instance, made a big splash a few 
years ago when studies discovered that 
eating enough fiber could reduce the 
risk of colon and rectal cancers. 
Researchers found fiber helped dilute 
cancer-causing acids and increased 
food’s passage through the digestive 
system, 

But fiber isn’t the only cancer-fight- 
er that research has identified. Labora 
tory studies also have shown promis 
ing results from beta-carotene, found 
in fruits and vegetables such as car 
rots, broccoli, cantaloupes and squash. 
Converted in the body to vitamin A, 
beta-carotene helps prevent formation 
of cancer cells. Other nutrients in 
foods that show cancer-preventing 
potential are vitamins C, D and E, cal- 
cium. selenium and other chemicals 
and compounds found in tea, soy foods, 
garlic and onions. 


Eat five a day 

The American Institute for Cancer 
Research and other health groups urge 
people to eat at least five servings of 
fruits and vegetables a day, plus at 
least six servings of grain products, all 
rich in fiber and nutrients. 

But there are foods to minimize, as 
well. Many studies show fat weakens 
the body's defenses against cancer. 
Current surveys show most Ameri- 
cans eat enough fat to account for 37 
percent of their calories each day. 
Health groups recommend cutting that: 
figure to 30 percent or less of calories 
in order to reduce the risk for cancer 
and heart disease. 

While researchers today are only 
beginning to unravel the mysteries 
and complexities of cancer, an over- 
whelming amount of research has 
shown that choosing the right foods 
can provide a big edge in fighting can- 
cer and many other health problems. 

Healthy eating habits, combined 
with other good practices like regular 
exercise, avoiding smoking, maintain- 
ing a healthy weight and regular medi- 
cal checkups all add up to lower cancer’ 
risk.

More than 70 million people walk 
for exercise. This comes on the heels 
of a government recommendation 
that adult Americans engage in 30 
minutes of moderate activity — the 
equivalent of walking three to four 
miles an hour — at least five days a 
week 

Walking for fitness burns more 
calories than swimming, tennis, golf 
or even low impact aerobics. A brisk 
walk 4-1/2 miles in one hour uses up 
288 calories for every 100 pounds of 
body weight. Swimming or beginner's 
tennis, by comparison, use only 192 
calories per 100 pounds, 

All that’s needed to get started are 
the right shoes, They probably are 
not the sneakers tucked away in the 
back of the closet. Nor the running 
shoes, which lack the necessary flexi- 
bility. For comfort flexibility and sup- 
port, a person needs walking shoes. 


Walking burns more calories 
than other forms of exercise 


When shopping for a walking shoe, 
be sure the shoes fit properly. Shop 
later in the day when your feet are 
their largest size. Look for a brand 
that comes in the width needed: nar- 
row, medium or wide. 

Don’t expect to be able to do 4-1/2 
miles an hour your first day out. It 
may take a few weeks to get up to 
speed, In the first week a person 
might walk two miles in one hour, 
When that can be done with ease, 
increase the goal. 

To get more from a walking work- 
out, try one or more of the following: 

+ Increase speed by taking shorter, 
quicker steps, with arms at a 90- 
degree angle; 

+ Walk up a hill; 

» Walk backwards; 

+ Wear a weighted vest; 

- Add some jogging to your walk- 
ing.

As you age, it’s important to get 
enough exercise and eat a healthful 
diet. But, experts say, “healthful diet” 
means different things to different peo- 
ple. Especially when those people are 
over 65. 

While the dietary key to good health 
for everyone is to eat a well-balanced 
diet of foods from all the food groups, 
older people have some special needs.

* Check to see if your employer has 
any kind of “preferred-rate” or corpo- 
rate rate with a car rental company, 
hotel, etc. 


- Check the credit card statement 
every month for news of valuable pro- 
grams. A person can make your travel 
dollars go much further with these val- 
ue-added services. 


+ Put the photographer in the pic- 
ture. Use a camera with a “self-timer” 
and a tripod or anything that puts the 
camera at eye level. If the camera 
doesn’t have a timer, set up the shot 
and let someone else shoot it. 

+ Watch the glare. Don’t shoot into 
the sun; keep the sun behind the cam- 
era. 

« Don’t forget the flash. If the subject 
is in the shadows — whether indoors or 
outdoors — try using the flash. It will 
help even out the harsh shadows and 
make a better picture. 


+ Avoid “red-eye.” When using the 
flash, have the subject look slightly 
away from the lens or use a camera 
with a red-eye reduction feature.

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Could you benefit from 
small incision cataract surgery? 


For years, ophthalmologists have 
been successfully removing cataracts 
and restoring clear vision in their 
patients’ eyes. However, they were 
never really satisfied with the large 
incisions requiring four to eight stitch- 
es. Now, through technological 
advances and special training, the 
physicians at Tallman Eye Associates 
are able to offer the benefits of one of 
the most significant advances in recent 
years — small incision, “no stitch” 
cataract surgery. Carter B. Tallman, 
M.D. and Cynthia L. DeAngelis, M.D. 
specialize in cataract surgery and the 
small incision technique. 

Dr. Tallman and most cataract sur- 
geons agree on two things: 

For most patients, 

« the smaller the incision, the better; 
und 

- the fewer the stitches, the better. 

Unlike more traditional cataract 
surgery, this newer procedure involves 
a much smaller opening in the eye. Dr. 
Tallman reports that this tiny opening 
promotes faster, stronger healing after 
surgery. With the large wound there 
was always the risk that the patient 
might inadvertently bump or rub the 
eye and cause the wound to leak or 
open. Now, most patients are able to 
resume normal activities the day after 
surgery because the wound is so safe. 
This new smaller incision also causes 
much less change in the shape of the 
eye and therefore, earlier visual recov- 
ery and fewer glasses change after 
surgery. This is a marked improve- 
ment over the technique with a larger 
incision and multiple stitches, 

Cataracts are part of the natural 
aging process, affecting four out of five 
people over the age of 60. Patients with 
cataracts may notice one or more 
symptoms, including 

« Hazy, cloudy or blurred vision 

+ Glare or halos from lights and sun- 
light. 

+ Colors appear faded or indistinct. 

+ Difficulty judging distance. 

Both Dr. Tallman and Dr. DeAngelis 
feel that the decision to have cataract 
surgery should be made by the patient 
and ophthalmologist after a thorough 
eye exam and analysis of the issues. 
Usually, patients decide to have 
surgery when their vision is interfer- 
ing with important daily activities,

e the fewer stitches, 
the better. 


such as driving and reading. Dr. Tall- 
man related that each patient is unique 
and will decide to have the surgery at 
different stages of cataract develop- 
ment depending on their personal 
needs. 

According to Dr. DeAngelis, the 
cataract lens is gently removed 
through the tiny opening and replaced 
with an artificial intraocular lens, or 
IOL, to restore clear vision. After the 
placement of the lens, the surgeon 
decides whether the opening should be 
closed with just one stitch or none at 
all. The incision is like a tunnel and is 
immediately self-sealing. 


Dr. DeAngelis agrees that the small- 
er incision technique usually results in 
quicker healing time. The other bene- 
fits are reduced risk of developing 
infection, astigmatism or other compli- 
cations. She also notes that many 
patients enjoy clearer vision as soon as 
the day after surgery. 


Currently, Dr, Tallman is investigat- 
ing and studying the potential of radial 
keratotomy or refractive surgery for 


the cataract patient. This type of 


surgery is commonly used to correct 
nearsightedness. In addition it can be 
used to enhance the visual recovery 
from cataract surgery by further 
reducing the amount of astigmatism. It 
can also be used after cataract surgery 
as a “touch-up” to reduce astigmatism 
and the individual’s need for glasses. It 
is just one more step in the continuing 
development of the “perfect cataract 
operation.” According to Dr. Tallman, 
“We feel that this type of refractive 
surgery along with the ‘no-stitch’ 
approach is an exciting advance in eye 
care.”

+ Good lighting is essential. Use 75- 
watt or 100-watt bulbs. If possible, have 
light switches at both ends of a hallway 
and at the bottom and top of stairs. 
Install night lights, especially between 
your bedroom and bathroom. 

If you fall 

+ Sometimes, despite all preventive 
measures, a person may fall. If that 
happens, try to remain calm and get to 
a phone. Don’t try to get up — just slide 
or crawl. 

- Be sure that emergency phone 
numbers are in full view near each 
telephone. Know how to use the 911 
emergency phone number, ,......«.«
